In line with 
the 
contention that 
lias been put forward repeatedly of 
late, the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, an 
organization 
which 
has acquired a 
very considrable membership in the 
past two years, now formally claims 
that “the negro vote this year will 
constitute the balance 
of power, or 
will approach 
closely 
to being the 
balance of 
power, in eight 
pivotal 
states which have 165 votes in the 
electoral college.” 
The eight states referred to with 
the negro vote which it is estimated 
each will cast in the national election 
th is fall are as follows: Illinois, 125,- 
000; Indiana, 45,000; Kentucky, 150,- 
000; Maryland, 
150,000; 
Michigan, 
25,000; New Jersey, 75,000; New 
York, 125,000; Ohio, 100,000. 
On the basis of recent elections it 
is likely that the probable negro vote 
in each of the states named above is 
larger than the number of votes nec­ 
essary to swung 
these 
states in the 
forthcoming 
election 
if there is no 
offsetting influence. 
It seems to be 
accepted everywhere as a fact that in 
these doubtful states the negro vote 
will be cast solidly for the republican 
candidates. 
The question is whether 
or not this fact will have the effect of 
turning to the

votes 
which otherwise 
might go the other way.

lost to the navy. 
Wreckers who 
have been trying for several years 
to remove the hulk of the sunken 
cruiser as a menace to navigation 
have blown it up, and timbers of 
the old Yankee are now scattered 
on the floor of the bay. 
The Yankee, which was formerly 
the coastwise 
passenger steamer 
El Sud, was 
in transport 
service 
during the Spanish-American war 
and was continued on the naval 
rolls afterward as a cruiser. 
She 
went aground on Hen and Chickens 
during a thick fog on the night of 
September 22. 1908. and slipped off 
into deep water. 
The navy’s attempt to float her 
made under the direction of Naval 
Constructor Washington L. Capps, 
failed, and private bids were called 
for. 
As a result, the first notable 
use of compressed air for marine 
salvage In this country was made 
by John Arbuckle of New York, a 
sugar refiner. 
He bought Peary’s 
Arctic ship Roosevelt

The motlier of a dead soldier whose 
grave had never been located recently 
was told by one of these pan.sites that 
he would visit Washington, if she paid 
his expenses, and find oui at first-hand 
what could be done. Later, the impos­ 
tor reported success and advised the 
bereaved family that the body would 
be sent home. A brother became sits 
pieious and by a personal call at the 
war department learned that no in­ 
quiry ever had been made. 
Another woman, whose son had not 
been heard from since he was reported 
wounded while fighting in the Ar 
gonne. received a letter signed with 
her son’s name, asking her to send him 
money. She made a trip to Cleveland. 
O., only to find that the letter was a 
hoax. 
Later, she received a teiegram 
signed with her son’s name and noti­ 
fied the police in the town from which 
the message had been sent. The man 
who had attempted to defraud lier was 
arrested. 
At tile instigation of the Legion, po­ 
lice of a California city are on the 
trail of a man said to have made a 
practice of corresponding with the next 
of kin of deceased soldiers with a view 
to defrauding them. He wrote a let­ 
ter purporting to give first-hanJ infor­ 
mation concerning tlyi-death of one of 
these missing soldiers, whereas inves­ 
tigation showed that Hie writer of the 
letter had never been outside the Uni­ 
ted States during tile war. 
Lemuel Holies, Legion national adju­ 
tant, has urged all posts and depart­ 
ments to assist in warning relatives of 
missing beroe* against paying any 
money for Information or service of 
this nature, as both the Legion and the 
war department are willing to provide 
all available authentic information 
all times without charge.

There are to many native shrubs, 
vines and flowers to be planted about 
the farm home* that their absence l« a 
deplorable fact. In n recent drive of 
a thousand miles we sa\v only four 
farmhouses where attention ha I been 
paid to beautifying them. 
Naturally, 
they were noticed. Don’t dot the lawn 
with fantastic flower beds of annual 
flowers/ Put hardy shrubs around the 
foundation, the taller growing ones 
behind. Then In front of these plant 
the perennial flowers such as iris, cro­ 
cus, narcissus, peony, sweet william, 
phlox, etc. 
Keep the lawn open. 
A 
few ivy or wild grape vin** make a 
hideous 
outhouse 
less 
noticeable. 
Shrubs can be transplanted in Novem­ 
ber. 
Get as uiucn soil with them as 
possible and tamp the roots firmly in 
place.—Farm Life.

of tile legion’s participation in poli­ 
tick,

D’Oiler, 
national 
commander, declared yesterday. 
“The legion 
constitution states 
that the organization shall be ab­ 
solutely nonpolitical,” he said, “and 
shall not be used for dissem ination 
of partisan 
principles 
or for the 
promotion of the candidacy of any 
person seeking public office or pre­ 
ferment. 
“Legion men everyw here believe | 
that this 
provision 
is the funda­ 
m ental principle of the legion’s be­ 
ing. At the sam e time, they do not 
believe they m ust at all times be 
silent on certain m atters just be­ 
cause they happen to be poltieal. 
V\ here 
m atters 
come 
up 
which 
clearly involve the principles for 
which the legion stands, the legion 
will not hesitate to give its opinion 
in strong term s.” 
Lemuel Bolies. national adjutant, 
said that the legion must partici­ 
pate in politics, to a certain extent 
and not take the political clause 
in its constitution too literally. 
“This principle should be carried 
out with judgm ent,” he said. “The
